his blessing. There will be no dangerthen of failure or growing cold. Buya good Bible, too, and study it. Learn
how to study it as a personal letter to
you direct from God. Mark the placesthat have special interest. Begin and
end the day with prayer converse with
God.

Work for Christ.
Another ve.--y important thine; in or-

der to grow is to work for Christ. Many
people lose him because they don't do
work enough for him. Every dayshould be one of service of some kind
and every one should have some share
in the work of the church. Learn to
give. Money is the concrete expressionof a man's life. He who gives, gives a
part of himself, where it will do most

The Disappearance of Denominational
Fences.

The benefits of the revival cannot be
estimated for months after the specialservices have closed. Some of the
more striking features of the meetings
may prove to have only a temporary
value, while some of the less promi-nent features may prove most fruit-
ful of tangjble'and permanent results.
The spiritual tone of the churches is
inevitably raised by such united effort
as that which has been recently putforth in this city. Exercise is essen-
tial to physical health, and earnest
Christian effort is Inevitably conducive
to improved spiritual efficiency. One
feature of such work that always im-
presses me very favorably is the' abso-
lute disappearance oX denominational
fences during the meetings. The audi-
ence sings wiht new fervor and flavor:
"Blest be the tie that binds our hearts
in Christian love. Such a campaignis sure to emphasize the real signifi-
cance of the word "Christian," and it
looms larger above the horizon of our
thought and comes to be recognized as
a more important and comprehensive
word than the name of any denomina-
tion. When the churches of any com-
munity present a united front in the
battle against sin the sight is inspiring
and prophetic of blessing. The claims
of religion. and the reality of spiritual
values have had a new emphasis and a
wide hearing.

The spirit of prayer which has been
carried into all parts of the city by the
chain of cottage prayer meetings held
for a half hour each morning has done
much to sweeten and purify the spir-
itual atmosphere of the community.

The statistics of the revival cam-
paign are of less value than the in-

tangible and uncatalogiied results
which only the years will reveal; and
yet the number of converts has been
very encouraging.

How Arms Are to Be Placed Instead
of Stacking.

The inspection of the organized mil-
itia of the etate Is to be made by the
Inspector general. He will Inspect theThird and Fifth companies in this
city on Monday evening. December 6.
On December 7 he will inspect theThirteenth company at Danielson, andthe New London companies on the
8th. Willimantic' will be visited on
Wednesday evening. December 29.

The companies will be ready for in-

spection at 8 o'clock.
Packs, when opened for Inspection,will be arranged, and eating utensils

placed thereon, in accordance with in-

structions received from the inspector
general at the inspections, December,
1908, and January, 1909.

Arms will not be stacked on the
armory floors at inspections, but in
lien thereof the commanding officer
will give the command:

1. Ground; 2. Arms. At the first
command, turn the pece with the righthand to the right, the heel of the butt
remaining on the floor. At the second
command, take n step to the front
with the left foot, lay the piece on
the floor, gently, and at right angleto the front, barrel to the left, bringthe left foot back to the side of the
right foot and resume the attention.The file closers before coming to at-
tention will push their pieces to thefront between those of the rear rank,so that the butts of their pieces will
be six Inches to the rear of those of therear rank. The inspection will then
proceed as though arms were stacked.

The inspection of packs completed,the company will be assembled, eachman with hi right foot on the left side
of the butt of his piece, the file closera
first moving their pieces they properdistance to the rear. At the cdrnmand.
Take; Arms, each man takes one stepto the front with his left foot, graspsthe piece --with-his right hand at the
upper band, brings the left foot back
td the. side of the-righ- t and resumes
attention at order arms.
. AH property not carried on the per-
son will be arranged, in the lockers or
otherwise, in such manner as will per-
mit the inspector general to conveni-
ently inspect each article.

Company commanders are directed
to drop from the property list, hat let-
ters and numbers, they being obsolete.
